tent of which was that the entire 
est'mates, which had been passed on 
Saturday, nothwithstanding the fact 
that the Liberals had opposed every 
total, be referred back to: the com- 
mittee of supply.

asking a question.” 

Later when the public debt esti- 
mates were under review, Mr. Web- 
ster pointed out that he had already 
submitted a list of questions to the 
minister and he hoped he would re- 
ceive replies, 

The Liberal leader declared that 
many people were in a haze regard- 
ing the financial position of the 


Mr. Webster declared that for 
years the government had been i2- 
creasing the public debt without giv- 
ing the public adequate informat‘on.

WAINWRIGHT MEMBER 
APPROVES EXPORTATION 


SEEKS POWER TO SELL GAS 
BY COMPANIES IN 
THIS FIELD 

EDMONTON—Approval of the ex- 
portation of gas from this province 
was sought in a resolution placed on 
the legislative order paper by J. 
Russell Love, U.F.A., Wainwright, 
and was urged by H. H. Parlee, K.C., 
of this city in appearing before the 
agricultural committee of the houze 
on Friday, 

In his resolution, Mr. Love speci- 
fies that such sale to points outside 
the province would be from gas fields 
not reserved or necessary for use 
within the province and that the ex- 
ecutive council or any member there- 
of, duly empowered, upon being sat- 
isfed that such gas field is not #0 
required or necessary, may grant 
permission for. sale. 

Mr. Parlee in his representations 
sought permission specifically to ex- 
port gas from the: Wainwright field 
to supply Saskatoon. 

He further drew the attention of 
the committee to the fact that until 
permission of the leislature had been 
obtained, for export, his clients 
could not enter negotiations with 
either the available market or finan- 
cial interests. 

‘It was stated by Mr. Parlee that 
there had been obtained the finest 
expert opinion on this continent ¢r- 
gard ng the extent of the field and 
the advice was that there was an al- 
most inexhaustible supply available 
for Saskatoon. His clients did not 
propose to encroach upon the Kin- 
sella field. 

He asked that the legislature lay 
down the principle that waste gas and 
gas that could not be used immedi- 
ately in the province be declared as- 
available for export.

OPENGER FAILS 10 
LESOEN BANK INT. 


The following is the speech of Mr. 
Benry Spencer, member for Battle 
River, on referring back to commit- 
tee of banking and commerce, Bill 
No. 16 with. respect to limiting the 
interest charges to seven per cent on 
beri loans, delivered in the House of 
Commons on Tuesday March 15, 
1932: 

Mr, H. BE. Spencer (Battle R'ver): 
The amendment which has just been 
moved by the hon. member for Mac- 
leod (Mr. Coote) should, for various 
reasons, meet the wishes of a great 
many members of this house. First of 
all, when this bil) appeared - before 
the banking and commerce commit- 
tee the other day the committee was 
not at all well represented, It is trae 
that three or four members of the 
committee had to leave to attend 
committees on which they 
were sitting, but when the vote took 


Place in the banking and commerce 
committee ~only fourteen out of a 
total membership of fifty voted, 
which shows how very few members 
of the committee were present. 


The usual quorum of the commit- 


tee is fifteen, but a week ago it was 
cut down to ten, Personally I think 
that that was a great mistake. I be- 
lieve that many of the members 
thought it was necessary to reduce 
the quorum' because otherwise we 
might not be able tb get a quorum 
on Mondays and Fridays. But the 
meeting whith was held the other 
day when this ll was considered 
was not held on @ Monday or a F'ri- 
day, and therefore the menibers of 
the committee had ample opportunity 
to be present except those few who 


should not go on with the bill is that 
the Bank Act will be com'ng up for

I contend 
that that was not a wise suggestion 
at all, I support the hon, member 
for Macleod in his statement that 
there is altogether too much unrest 
in this country over the excessive im 
terest rates charged by the banka, 
and the bill should have been proceed- 
ed with.

They are 
postponing the purchase of needed 
articles until the actual cash is in the 
strong box. But the question can be 
asked: “Why not buy now on credit 
and pay when the cash arrives?” 

If the money wi-l make an appear- 
ance within a reasonable length uf 
time, many dealers or , merchants 
will be glad to extend terms of cred t 
to any person known to be reliable. 

In such a‘case three objectives 
will be obtained. First, the customer 
wil: fill his needs; setond, the mer- 
chant will have an account on his 
books showing a profit, and third, 
the dealer will become optimist'c, 

Relative to the second objective, 
banks are more liab‘e to loan moncy 
to a merchant with collectable ac- 
counts on his books than one with 
records showing merchandise only 
carried at cost price. In regard to the 
third, optimistic merchants wll aid 
the jobless situation by adding em- 
ployes, especially if the credit buy- 
ers keep the attaches of the mer- 
chants busy. 

Those who have credit yet lack 
Cash at the present time are to some 
extent to blame for their plight. If 
they will use their credit, trade would 
be st mulated and as a result their 
Own cash-boxes will be filed with 
greenbacks, ° 


AUTOMATIC TIRE PUMP DRIVEN 
BY ONE CYLINDER OF CAR 
Motor sts now carry their own air 
station in a pocket of their cars in 
the form of an automatic tire pump 
operated from one cylinder of the 
engine, Says the Popular Mechanics 
Magazine.

Late frosts and snow will not: hurt 
them. Commercial growers for the 
canning factor'es realize this point, 
and plant along with their spring 
grain, just as early in the spring as 
the ground can be worked.

GOV'T MEMBERS VOTE DOWN 
OPPOSITION EFFORTS, TO 
AMEND STATUTE 


EDMONTON, March: 30 — Voting 
down all amendments to raise the 
| exemptions for single and married 
persons, government supporters ap- 
proved these sections of the provin- 
cial income tax as first drafted in 
committee of the whole Tuesday 
evening. 
| As now passed by the committee, 
{the act will a‘low $1,500 exemption 
to miarr'ed persons or those with de- 
pendents and $750 to other persons. 
These were the amounts in the Di!l 
| wines first introduced in the house, 
| also the $3 filing fee or base tax will 
| not be changed. 

The amendment’ which drew the 
strongest support was that moved by 
Donald Cameron (Gov't), Ifnisfail, 
who proposed that the exemption be 
| raised to $2,000 for married persons. 

This was defeated on a standing 
vote, Mr. Cameron being the only one 
in support of ‘t om the government 
side of the house. The Cameron 
amendment was supported by Liber- 
als Conservatives, Labor and Inde- 
pendents, This was not sufficient, how 
; as, with the exception of Mr. 


Cameron, everyone on the govern- 
ment side was opposed. 

The house then dealt with a mv- 
tion by W. R. Howson (Lib.), to raise 
the exemption for married persons 
to the Dominion scale of $3,000 and 
single persons to the federal exemp- 
ton of $1,500. This also was de- 
feated. 

Still it was not over. L. A, Giroux 
(Lib.), Grouard, moved that the mar- 
ried persons exemption be raised 
from $1,500 to $1,800. This also was 
defeated. 

Single Persons 

The house then took up the section 
that provides for an exemption of 
$750 for single persons. Mr. Giroux 
moved that this be raised to $1,000, 
but again his amendment was de- 
feated. 

The secton which provides $400 
exemption for each child under 21 
years dependent upon a _ taxpayer 
came up next. Again Mr. Giroux 
moved that this be raised to $500 and 
again his proposal was defeated. 

Mr. Howson moved later that the 
surtax of $3 be struck out altogether 
but his motion went down to defeat. 
He had previously urged that the 
base tax should be put upon a graded 
‘basis and was supported in that con- 
tention by G. E. Cruickshank (Ind.:, 
Rocky Mountain House. An amend- 
ment by H. J. Montgomery (Lib.) 
Wetaskiw'n, that the filing fee be a 
minimum of $1. was also voted down.

Bank Act and schedule “G” thereto, 
and the annual report as directed by 
section fifty-three of the same act, 
the chartered banks of Canada 
until this order is amended or 
scinded, value the securit es 
prior-to the 31st day of August, 1931 
at not more than the book value, or 
the current market prices thereof on 
the Sist day of August, 1931, which 
ever may be the less, and the se- 
curities acquired since the Sist day 
of August, 1931, at not more than the 
cost price thereof. 

2. This order shall come into 
force and effect on the 26th day of 
October, 1931, shall apply to the re- 
turns of the chartered banks as from 
September 30, 1931 and- shall con- 
tinue in full force and effect until the 
ist day of March, 1932, unless sooner 
amended or rescinded by competent 
authority, 

That order, it will be observed, 
Came into operation on the 26th day 
of October, 1931, and no suggestion 
was then made, or if it was made it 
was not acted upon, that because the 
Bank Act would be revised in 1933 
nothing in the meantime should be 
done. I say therefore, Mr. Speaker, 
that if this very ‘mportant ‘change 
can be made in the Bank Act by or- 
der in council in spite of the fact 
that the Bank Act is to be.revised 
next year, it would be perfectly 1 
order at this time to insert in the act 
a clause providing a penalty if the 
banks of th’s country charge more 
than the legal rate called for. 


It is well to remember also that we 
are working under a federal act, not 
under ‘a series of provincia! acts, 
and when the act says that seven per 
cent is the maximum that shall be 
charged it means that that shall ap- 
ply in every province, not simply in 
two or three provinces, But we know 
full well that different fates of in- 
terest are being charged in different 
provinces on exactly the same sort of 
business, The people of western Can- 
ada are particularly indignant about 
that; wé consider it a very unfair 


| way of getting around the Bank Act| 


; and discriminatory against one par- 
ticular part of Canada. 

The banks say that they cannot 
carry on if they are not allowed to 
charge these rates, I would point out 
that of all the businesses in Canaaa 
that I can read about. the only one 
that seems to be able to pay regular 
div'dends on its shares is the bank- 
| ing business. I have before me 4 
statement showing the rate of divi- 
dends declared by the chartered 
banks of Canada as shown in their 
returns for the month of December,
